A MAJOR debate will be 
held tonight (Thursday) 
on county proposals to 
scrap cash support for 20 
local libraries. 

Furious Weymouth and 
Portland councillors claim 
this would badly damage 
communities and hurt 
those who need books and 
other library facilities the 
most. 

The warning ahead of 


tonight’s full council 
meeting came from 
scrutiny committee mem¬ 
bers who had met to draft 
their response to county 
proposals for even more 
library cuts on top of £1 
million found since 2007. 

They had been told that 
the latest cutbacks looked 
to trim another £800,000 


from the library service 
with county funding only 
continued for 14 key li¬ 
braries including Wey¬ 
mouth, Dorchester and 
Bridport. 

The grim action plan 
also proposes to withdraw 
funding from 20 other li¬ 
braries including Chick- 
erell, Littlemoor, Tophill, 
Underhill and Wyke Regis 
in the Weymouth and 
Portland area. Others fac¬ 
ing the funding axe in¬ 
clude Beaminster, Burton 
Bradstock, Charmouth 
and Lyme Regis. 

The county council had 
asked Scrutiny members 
for their views on how the 
savings could be achieved 
by the library service, but 
members felt the issue 
was so important that they 
asked for it to be debated 
by full council as an ur¬ 
gent item. 

Condemnation of the 
way the issue had been 
approached by county 
was led by chairman 
Councillor Margaret 
Leicester who said: “A lot 
of people throughout the 
borough are going to suf¬ 
fer greatly because of this. 
It will effectively leave 
64,000 people with one li¬ 
brary. 

“It will also mean that 
some people will have to 
travel at least 10 miles to 
get to a library and it will

DANCE teacher and choreographer Rebecca 
Mather returned to her hometown of Bridport 20 
years ago after a career on stage and TV. 

Having begun dancing in Bridport, performing 
in local pantomimes with the Bernard Gale School 
of Dance, Rebecca landed her first professional 
job at 18-years-old following an audition at the 
famous Pineapple Dance Studios. 

Rebecca went on to tour in shows across Europe 
for 13 years, finishing her career on the Spanish 
TV Show"Entre Amigos". 

Rebecca worked on the weekly TV show for four 
years and supported some of the world's most fa¬ 
mous faces. 

After her dance career Rebecca returned to Brid¬ 
port and has now turned her talents to teaching, 
working as a dance teacher at The Sir John Colfox 
School and voluntarily as a choreographer for 
Bridport Musical Theatre Company (BMTC). 

Rebecca is lead choreographer for BMTC's latest 
show, Showstoppers 2, which begins tonight 
(Wednesday) at Bridport Arts Centre. The show 
features a selection of musical numbers from the 
West End's most famous shows of past and pres¬ 
ent. The show runs until Saturday night with per¬ 
formances every evening at 7.30pm. 


■ WHAT famous faces did you work with in Spain? 

One of the backings we had to do, which was quite funny, 
was for David Hasslehoff, or “The Hoff’ as he is now 
known. I had to straddle a motorbike with him at one 
point. We were also backing dancers for Bonnie Tyler on 
“Holding out for a Hero”, and I once had to be kissed by 
Sacha Distel, people probably don’t remember him but 
he was quite famous at the time. 

■ WHAT are the highlights of Showstoppers 2 for 
you? 

The jive is quite a dynamic dance, it’s very fast and furi¬ 
ous. The “Roxanne” Tango from Moulin Rouge is one of 
my favourites as well. 

■ WHO will the show appeal to this year? 

I think all age groups definitely. We’ve got bits from the 
swing era, the 40s and 50s, and then it goes right through 
to the modern day musicals. I’d say if you haven’t got 
your ticket yet then come along and see it. Support these 
people who work so hard rehearsing for this. 

■ IS this your hardest challenge so far? 

These shows are always quite hard because there is a lot 
in them and there is no dialogue as such. It’s all singing 



and dancing so there is a lot to put together. It’s quite 
stressful but worth it when it all comes together. It’s also 
nice to give everybody a chance to do a bit when maybe 
in the main shows they don’t get a leading part or have a 
chance to sing. 

■ WHAT are your favourite shows you have worked 
on? 

Professionally I used to like television because it was 
something different every week. You had to really be on 
top of your game and pick up things really quickly. There 
were different styles of dancing every week and it really 
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tested you. On an amateur level they have all been quite 
special for me but I think obviously the first one, “The 
Boyfriend” that BMTC did because it was a new com¬ 
pany and everyone was coming together and it was nice 
to be involved with that. The show we did last year, “42nd 
Street”, was another favourite of mine, there was a lot of 
dance in that. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

The choreographer Bob Fosse, I would have really liked 
to have got to know him to see what inspired him. He was 
the sort of forerunner for all sorts of jazz and musical the¬ 
atre dance really and a lot has come from him. I’d have 
someone to make me laugh, Alan Davies or Peter Kay. 
And someone like Shirley MacLaine, she worked on 
Sweet Charity, which was one of my favourite musicals 
growing up as a kid. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

The last film I watched was East is East because that was 
on the TV when I got home the other night. I’ve watched 
that a few times. The last book was Craig Revel Hor- 
wood’s life story, All Balls and Glitter, I’ve got halfway 
through that and its still on my bedside table. Recently 
I’ve mainly been listening to showtunes of course but if 
I had time I would listen to Adele’s album 21. 


■ DO you look forward to the end of the show or do 
you miss it when it's over? 

A little bit of both really. It can be quite stressful on the 
run up to it, pulling all the technical stuff together. It’s 
nice to watch it and get it all over with and you can then 
move onto the next one.

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£3 million for'world class'facilities 


A PROJECT led by young people to give Weymouth 
“world class youth facilities” has officially received £3 
million from the Government. 

The STEPS: Weymouth Young People’s Union project 
was given £3,056,240 under the Department for Educa¬ 
tion’s “myplace” initiative which was delivered by the 
Big Fund, the non-Lottery funding operation of the Big 
Lottery Fund. 

The project received the grant in principle in December 
2009 after which business plans were submitted in Sep¬ 
tember 2010. A review of the myplace funding pro¬ 
gramme followed and the Government announced last 
December that the programme would not be cut. 

The majority of the funding will go towards building a 
brand new STEPS Club for Young People on Chickerell 
Road. 

The new centre will include a main youth club area, a 
sports hall, performing arts facilities, an IT suite and film 
production studio and a cafe run by young people. 

The funding will also be used to improve the nearby 
Weymouth Outdoor Education Centre including a new 
community club room and refurbished changing rooms. 

Dorset County Council submitted the bid, but the vision 
for the project was designed by young people. 

Area youth worker, Tom Lane, said: “Young people 
have taken a real lead in the development of the whole 
project. They have worked extremely hard, have con¬ 
sulted others, worked closely with architects and made 
crucial decisions. The whole town can be proud of their 
achievements.” 

The project will also see the launch of the Weymouth 
Young People’s Union enabling young people to co-or¬ 
dinate activities and support services in a new and inno¬ 
vative way. 

Amber McNaughton, 18, said: “After two years of work 
on the project, it’s fantastic news to get the final go- 
ahead. We believe the project will transform the area and 
give outstanding opportunities to our young people for 
generations to come.” 

The current STEPS will continue until August, with

THE ‘No Excuse’ road safety cam¬ 
paign is now in to its second year 
and aiming to further reduce road 
casualties in Dorset. 

Fatal road accidents have reduced 
from 29 in 2008 to just 10 in 2010 
following the success of the cam¬ 
paign. Serious injuries from road 
collisions also dropped from 265 to 
205 in the same period. 

In the first month of the second 
year of the campaign the team 
processed over 1,400 offences, 
nearly 900 were by Officer Issued 
Tickets (OITs) and 500 by Mobile 
Safety Camera vans. 

Of the 900 OITs processed, 25 per 
cent were for seatbelt offences and, 
13 per cent were for mobile phone 
offences - both types of offences 
showing a decrease in percentage 
compared to the average percent¬ 
age last year. 

Pat Garrett, as chair of the Dorset 
Road Safe partnership, said: “With 
continued full support from all 
Dorset Road Safe partners includ¬ 
ing the continued willingness to 
supply assets by Dorset Police Ter¬ 
ritorial Division the ‘No Excuse’ 
team would further increase its 
presence on the roads in a ‘now you 
see me, now you don’t’ method of 
operation.” 

Brian Austin, Project Manager for 
‘No Excuse’, commented: “There 


would be continued use of covert 
cars and enhanced covert motorcy¬ 
cles to target drivers who put them¬ 
selves and other road users at risk. 

“There will be further Surround a 
Town operations and even greater 
involvement by our partners in the 
Safer Neighbourhood Teams 
(SNTs) and Patrol Officers. 

“We will continue to increase our 
presence across the county, being 
seen and unseen, until all our resi¬ 
dents and visitors understand that 
there is ‘No Excuse’ for bad or dan¬ 
gerous driving on Dorset’s roads.” 


Rob Smith, Road Safety Manager 
for Dorset County Council, added: 
“I am very encouraged by the way 
all Dorset Road Safe partners have 
embraced the ‘No Excuse’ opera¬ 
tions and was very pleased with the 
casualty reductions achieved to 
date. 

“I am further encouraged that, to 
date, some 14 other counties na¬ 
tionwide have requested briefings 
on the ‘No Excuse’ methodology 
and in most cases they have sought 
permission to adopt the ‘No Ex¬ 
cuse’ signage in their areas.”

Giving thanks for Sir Samuel 


NEARLY three and half centuries of 
charity were celebrated in Wey¬ 
mouth with the annual Sir Samuel 
Mico commemoration service at St 
Mary’s Church. 

Sir Samuel was a 17 th century Lon¬ 
don merchant who bought the 
George Inn to stay at when he came 
to Weymouth to view the many ships 
he owned using the port. 

He left the George in his will to the 
Sir Samuel Mico Trust set up to fund 
apprenticeships of children of wid¬ 
owed mothers in Weymouth and 
Melcombe Regis. Another trust was 
set up to provide a monthly pension 
for six people who had sailed before 
the mast. 

The Mico Trust continues as part of 
13 original charities which are now 
amalgamated under the titles of the 
Sir Samuel Mico & Sir Henry Ed¬ 
wards Charities, known as Wey¬ 
mouth Town Charities. 

One of the charities dates back to 
1595 while the Mico Trust continues 
to give pensions to a handful of sea¬ 
man, with the apprenticeship trust 
now turned into an educational char-

ity, helping young people aged 16-25 
from the borough of Weymouth and 
Melcombe Regis. 

Trust chairman Gary Hepburn said 
the 2011 service marked a fantastic 
year which saw more than 100 
young people from the Weymouth 
and Portland area get financial assis¬ 
tance to help them to achieve a range 
of personal goals and ambitions. 

He added: “These ranged from 
studying at university to undertaking 
more traditional apprenticeships and 
even those who are starting out in 
employment for the first time.” 

During the service the Trust pre¬ 
sented commemorative certificates 
to five young people from Budmouth 
Technology College who were first 
to participate when the new Sir 
Samuel Mico scholarships were 
launched jointly by the trust and col¬ 
lege in 2010.

A DREARY gun emplacement 
built on a windy Portland cliff in 
1901 has taken on a stunning new 
lease of life.

Debbie said: “We hit design de¬ 
lays and we couldn’t complete 
building in time to be used on the 
show.” 

That simple statement hides 
nearly three “challenging” years 
during which Paul, Debbie and 
their four children have been living 
in a one-bedroom former military 
building while their new home is 
being completed. 

The family now hopes to move in 
this summer and Paul said: “We 
recorded as much of the gun em¬ 
placement’s history as possible. 
Parts of it can still be seen and all 
the underground magazine levels 
are untouched. 

“The area where the shells used 
to come up is all still there together 


with the hoist and we are also 
keeping the sergeants’ cookhouse. 
We actually plan to make a feature 
of restoring it to a cookhouse for 
our personal use including the 
original cooking range. 

“It has been a tough old few 
years and we couldn’t have done it 
without our builders, Melcombe 
Regis Construction, who have 
been unbelievably good.” 

Debbie said she couldn’t believe 
how close they were to finally 
moving in. 

She added: “I am really looking 
forward to one thing above all else

“That will be absolute bliss be¬ 
cause all of us have had no per¬ 
sonal space for so long. Soon we 
will have all the space we could 
want.”

A Level provision

WEYMOUTH College has announced that it is scrap¬ 
ping all new A Fevel courses due to start in September 
2011 . 

College principal Sue Moore said that the site would 
continue to run second year A2 courses for those 
learners currently completing their first AS year be¬ 
cause “they made a two-year contract with us and we 
are not prepared to break that contract”. 

Competition for A Fevel places was very high across 
Dorset, she said, and there had been a gradual decline 
in numbers over the past few years with 440 applica¬ 
tions in 2002 but just 100 in 2010 for 22 subjects. 

The news has infuritated students who are planning 
an April 27th lunchtime protest march from the col¬ 
lege to St Thomas Street. 

Sue Moore said the college decision had been taken 
at a recent board meeting and added: “We had a seri¬ 
ous debate on the future of our A Fevel provision and, 
with such small group sizes being predicted for our 
AS intake next year, we felt that we could no longer 
provide the quality learning experience that our young 
people deserve.” 

The college has vocationally-related curriculum at 
Fevel 3, the same level as A Fevels, with many 
courses delivering success rates at 10 per cent above 
national rates. 

Sue Moore said: “We have already written to all 
those learners that have applied to join AS courses 
here at the college next year. We want to make sure 
that we give them the best impartial advice that we 
can about their future choices. 

“ For those students that want to come to college we 
have outstanding vocational curriculum at the same 


level as A Fevels that can either get you into university 
or into a job, for those learners that wish to do AS Fev¬ 
els we have excellent provision in the borough at Bud- 
mouth College.” 

She added that the last government and the new 
coalition had made it very clear to the further educa¬ 
tion sector that it had a vital role to play in delivering 
the skills training needs that would create a sustainable 
and vibrant economy for the future of the country. 

She said: “To meet this challenge the college will be 
working even more closely with local employers to 
understand their future skills needs and, where neces¬ 
sary, we will change our curriculum to ensure that our 
young people get the best relevant training available 
in the local area. 

“We will also be working with our university part¬ 
ners to ensure that those learners that want to choose 
a Fevel 3 vocational route to access university can 
continue to enjoy the same high level of success that 
current learners have.”

AN exhibition has been 
held to get people’s re¬ 
action to draft designs 
for a £10 million Port¬ 
land memorial to the 
world’s extinct species. 
The Mass Extinction 


Memorial Observatory 
at Bowers Quarry near 
Blacknor is hoped to be 
open in 2013. 

Project organiser Se¬ 
bastian Brooke said the 
Observatory is an edu¬ 


cational charity dedi¬ 
cated to remembering 
more than 800 species 
which have already 
gone extinct in modern 


times. 

These range from the 
Dodo to the Great Auk 
which used to nest on 
Portland. 


Mr Brooke set up the 
exhibition at the St 
Georges Centre and said: 
“It showed our draft de¬ 
signs for MEMO so we 
could get public reaction 
to them.” 

Architect Nico Leist of 
Adjaye Associates said: 
“The design is based on 
a Portland fossil called 
the Portland Screw. 

“People will descend a 
long ramp to the bottom 
of the Observatory 
where the memorial will 
begin in a huge artificial 
cave containing a memo¬ 
rial bell which will be 
rung each year on Biodi¬ 
versity Day on May 
22nd. 

“There will be carvings 
of extinct creatures on 
the walls and people will 
see many more carvings 
as they ascend a spiral 
ramp to the top of the 
Observatory which is 
more than 70ft high. 

“There they can enjoy 
views over Chesil Beach 
and Lyme Bay as well as 
mine entrances where 
stone for MEMO came 


from. 

“The spiral shape is a 
natural one and denotes 
work in progress be¬ 
cause more species, un¬ 
fortunately, are very 
likely to become ex¬ 
tinct.” 

Sebastian said they 


wanted to hear what 
people thought of the 
MEMO project, its de¬ 
sign and any sugges¬ 
tions they might have. 

He added: “We have 
17,000 species on the at 
risk register and some 
are bound to become 


extinct soon. 

“We hope MEMO 
will increase public 
awareness of this and 
help limit future losses. 

“Extinction of species 
can be halted. It doesn’t 
have to happen. It is up 
to us.”

LITTLEMOOR’S Big Local Trust 
area in Weymouth has been 
awarded £9,994 by the Big Lottery 
Fund for a range of community ac¬ 
tivities.

CANOES were used to help haul 
rubbish away during one operation 
for the 23 rd Great Dorset Beach 
Clean. 

Volunteers tackled a variety of sites 
from Lulworth to Weymouth includ¬ 
ing the Fleet where West Dorset 
Greenpeace and the Isle of Portland 
Canoe Club joined forces for Opera¬ 
tion Bombcrater. 

They arranged with Fleet warden 
Don Moxom to tackle rubbish on a 
section of Chesil Bank that is not 
normally part of the beach clean be¬ 


cause of its inaccessibility and envi¬ 
ronmental sensitivity. 

Thirteen Greenpeace volunteers 
and three members of the canoe club 
collected bags of plastic and other 
marine detritus which were then 
transported across the Fleet by 
canoe. 

The biggest job was clearing a 
World War II bombcrater filled with 
wilfully dumped metal, asbestos and 
glass. A further huge pile of heavy 
bags and asbestos sheeting was 
moved to the waterside for later col¬ 


lection by the Fleet Observer glass- 
bottomed boat. 

Mr Moxom said: “This was a 
tremendous achievement and I 
would like to thank Greenpeace and 
the Canoe Club very much. The cost 
of disposal would have been enor¬ 
mous had it not been for the volun¬ 
teers.” 

Mr Moxom is hoping to trace the 
person responsible and make them 
aware of the environmental impact 
their act caused. 
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Flat extension refused 

A REVISED scheme to extend one first floor flat and build two more by forming a 
second floor has been unanimously refused by planners. 

It was the second rejection for the site in East Street, Weymouth, where a similar 
development was refused in June 2010 because of its size, scale, design and impact 
on residential amenities in a conservation area. 

A meeting of Weymouth and Portland planning and traffic committee heard an ob¬ 
jection to the scheme from Frances Kirby on behalf of her 85-year-old mother who 
lives next door. 

She said her mother viewed her tiny garden as “an oasis of quiet” and feared the 
proposals would raise the height of a wall, threaten noise and loss of light and over¬ 
look her bedroom in a development which was “totally out of proportion to its sur¬ 
roundings in a conservation area”. 

Applicants claimed they had made alterations to the scheme to answer concerns 
raised over the first scheme, but officers told the meeting that revisions were “rela¬ 
tively minor” while Councillor Anne Kenwood said not enough had been done to an¬ 
swer concerns. 

Councillor Ray Banham said the scheme would hit residential amenity, wouldn’t 
enhance the conservation area and he moved it be refused. Colleagues unanimously 
supported him.

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Healthy eating in older people 

Eating well and being active will help you stay fit and healthy so you can live life to the full and reduce the risks of ill health 


THE number of older 
adults in the world is 
growing both in absolute 
and relative terms. In 
1994, 16 per cent of the 
UK population was aged 
over 65. By 2031, this will 
increase to 23 per cent, 
and 10 per cent of this 
figure will be made up of 
people over 75 years old. 
The greatest challenge 
over the coming years 
will be maintaining the 
health of this increasing 
number of older adults. 

Deciding what we 
mean by 'older people' is 
a little arbitrary. The 
World Health Organiza¬ 
tion classifies people 
aged between 45 and 59 
as 'middle age', 60 to 74 
as 'elderly' and over 75 as 
'old'. 

But the nutritional 
needs of older adults are 
difficult to neatly cate¬ 
gorise into absolute age 
groups. Dietary needs 
depend on current 
health, and while many 
older people are fit and 
active, some others who 
are younger may be frail 
and require additional 
care. 

Nutrition for generally 
fit and healthy older 
adults 
Activity 

Research shows that re¬ 


maining active can help 
to maintain both mental 
and physical health. 
Keeping up the activities 
you enjoy doing will help 
to maintain physical fit¬ 
ness and preserve mus¬ 
cle tissue. Preserving 
your strength will help to 
maintain your independ¬ 
ence. Remember, activity 
doesn't necessarily mean 
joining an exercise class. 
Gardening, walking to 
the shops and house¬ 
work can all count as 
types of activity too. 

t sources (such as forti¬ 
fied cereals, dried fruit, 
pulses and green leafy 
vegetables) every day. 
Absorption of iron from a 
meal containing non¬ 
meat sources is max¬ 
imised by consuming 
foods rich in vitamin C at 
the same time (such as a 
glass of fruit juice, fresh 
fruit or vegetables). 
Foods to choose 
To meet your nutri¬ 
tional needs, aim to eat a 
varied diet including reg¬ 
ular meals and snacks, 
and drinkenough fluid. 

Sometimes older peo¬ 
ple can no longer eat as 
much food at a single sit¬ 
ting, so include more nu¬ 
tritious snacks in 
between meals to boost 
nutrient intake. 


Ideas for quick and 
nourishing snacks: 

• Sandwiches filled with 
cooked meat, bacon, 
tinned fish, cheese or 
peanut butter. Use differ¬ 
ent breads for variety 
and add pickles, relish 
and sauces. 

• Toast with pilchards, 
sardines, beans, cheese, 
ravioli, tinned spaghetti 
or well-cooked eggs. 

• Crackers or digestive 
biscuits topped with 
cheese, toasted crum¬ 
pets, teacakes, yoghurt, 
fruit, malt loaf, fruit cake, 
breakfast cereals or soup. 
If it's difficult to get to 
the shops, keep some 
basic foods in your store 
cupboard: 

• Milk: long-life, evapo¬ 
rated or dried milk, and 
canned milky puddings 

• Meat and fish: cans of 
corned beef, stewed 
meat, ham, sardines, 
salmon and tuna 

• Fruit and vegetables: a 
variety of canned or 
frozen fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles, beans, pulses, long¬ 
life fruit juice, instant 
mashed potato 

• Drinks: cocoa, malted 
milk and meal-replace¬ 
ment drinks 

• Cereals: breakfast cere¬ 
als, crackers, crispbread, 
oatcakes, rice, pasta and

Smaller breeds are at a 
greater risk where the quan¬ 
tity they consume relative to 
their weight may be greater 
than in larger dogs.The higher 
the cocoa content is also more 
of a risk, so dark chocolate is 
more dangerous than white. 
However, any amount should 
be avoided and treated as 


dangerous. If in doubt call 
your vet because it is an emer¬ 
gency due to its rapid absorp¬ 
tion into the body. 

Accidents happen, even my 
own three dogs raided the 
larder one day and found our 
store of chocolate (there was 
rather more than normal due 
to us dieting!). They all had to 
be made sick and monitored 
closely over the next 24 hours. 
You can imagine how upset I 
was, as a lover of chocolate, 
not only was I upset because I 
could have lost all my dogs 
but also all that lovely choco¬ 
late was wasted!

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Tantalising Thai Cuisine in Dorchester High-Street 


I t is worth reminding 
those who live in the 
Lyme, Beaminster and 
Bridport area that the 
drive to Dorchester, on a 
sunny evening is one of 
the most pleasant routes 
with regards to the views 
along the A35 that you will 
find in the South West. 

My girlfriend and I are 
both very keen on Thai 
food so I suggested we 
took a little drive (with the 
roof down) to Dorchester 
last Friday evening as I had 
heard good reports of a 
wonderful looking restau¬ 
rant at the top end of town 
called Thai Nakorn. They 
frequently promote them¬ 
selves in View From and 
my colleague had enjoyed 
a business lunch there be¬ 
fore and spoken highly of 
it. 

After the pleasant drive 
we were fortunate to find 
parking in the road di¬ 
rectly opposite the restau¬ 
rant and for a few pence 
we could park there all 
evening. The restaurant 
interior was very well pre¬ 
sented with an authentic 
Thai feel, there are lots of 


ornamen¬ 
tal and 
decora¬ 
tive fea¬ 
tures straight out of 
Thailand and most notice¬ 
ably, the Tables which 
seemed to be hand carved 
with a decorative surface 
under the glass tops. 
These are hard to describe 
but quite amazing and 
well worth checking out. 

The staff were very po¬ 
lite, they would do their 
best to meet you at the 
door on arrival and show 
you to your table and serv¬ 
ice was very punctual and 
well presented. 

My girlfriend and I have 
similar tastes so chose a 
selection of dishes from 
the menu to share so we 
could taste a more exten¬ 
sive spread. We opted for 
the Thai Nakorn Platter to 
share to start, which came 
in an attractive large dish 
with an assortment of nib¬ 
bles including prawn 
toast, spring rolls, satay 
chicken skewers, Filo 
wrapped Tiger Prawns 
among others. This was 
served with a selection of 


Thai style 
dips that 
were all 
so tasty it 
was all gone in no time. I 
photographed one of the 
decorative garnishes, 
which you can see below. 
The butterfly, after careful 
examination, can only be 
described as a carefully 
sliced chunk of what we 
saw as Swede. 

For main course we 
shared a Pad Thai (a classic 
thai noodles dish with 
chicken, egg and topping 
of ground peanuts), Khaw 
Suay (steamed Thai fra¬ 
grant rice), Kang Kiew Wan 
(Thai green chicken curry 
in coconut milk with sea¬ 
sonal vegetables), Ped Ma 


Kham (crispy roasted duck 
in an exotic tamarind 
sauce topped with golden 
cashew nuts) and from the 
evenings specials board 
we tried the Lyme Bay 
Scallops in a mild red curry 
sauce. All of the dishes 
can be seen on the photo¬ 
graphs presented on the 
Thai Nakorn advert. 

If you are looking for an 
enjoyable evening out 
with some of the most fra¬ 
grant food cooked with 
the freshest ingredients 
then look no further, this is 
a restaurant we will defi¬ 
nitely be visiting again in 
the not so distant future.

Local film and music come together on Art Centre stage 


THREE local men, three local landscape settings, three 
universal emotions. That could be the strapline for a 
major new film and musical to be premiered at Bridport 
Arts Centre on May 6th and 7th. This original new work, 
produced and written by Bridport filmmaker Clive Wha¬ 
ley, features the three ages of man (young, middle aged 
and old) in a unique combination of documentary film 
and original songs performed live on stage. 

Clive describes the show “Lonely Boys” as a ‘documu- 
sical’ or ‘operamentary’ in three acts - Lust, Love and 
Loneliness. The three ordinary Bridport men, Dewi Lam¬ 
bert (age 24), John Surry (age 81) and Clive (age 49) will 
appear in pre-recorded filmed interviews at prominent 
local settings - interspersed throughout with live songs. 

The theme is ‘the male condition in the early 21st Cen¬ 
tury’ and in particular the comedy and tragedy that arises, 
often in equal measure, from men bottling up their emo¬ 
tions. “It is for every man who struggles to say how he 
feels ... and for every woman who wishes that he would” 
says Clive. “I like to think that it is both a satire and a 
celebration of that most elusive thing ... male feeling. 
There are moments in the show where we do not take our¬ 
selves very seriously and other times where the reflec¬ 
tions are serious and poignant. 

“I won’t be satisfied unless the audience end up laugh¬ 
ing and crying at some time during the performance. Per¬ 
haps I’ll settle for a broad grin and a lump in the throat!.” 

“One of the most magical aspects of the evening is the 


fact that the soundtrack for the film and the backing for 
the songs will be played live by three well known and 
highly accomplished local musicians - Andrew Dickson, 
Steve Jones and Robert Lee.” Clive wrote the songs but 
appreciates the transformation that has been achieved by 
bringing professional musicians on board. “Steve Jones 
is the musical director. I approached him a year ago with 
the idea and played him a few of my songs on the guitar 
and rather amazingly he was able to see something in 
these rather crude performances to get him interested. 
Since then he has breathed life and colour into my cre¬ 
ations and I think we’ve come up with something rather 
special.” 

Profits from the two evening performances are being 
donated to the Dorset Mental Health Lorum. 

The production is generously supported by Bridport 
Lilm Society and is a co-production with Encore Theatre 
Club. 

The evening does contain some ‘moderate adult hu¬ 
mour’ and is recommended for ages 12+. 

‘Lonely Boys’ will be shown at Bridport Arts Centre on 
May 6th and 7th, starting at 7.30pm each night. Tickets 
cost £8. 

Clive’s previous full length documentary ‘Dorset Days’ 
about Bride Valley farmer Jim Armstrong (Longhorn Jim) 
also received it’s premiere in Bridport and went on to ap¬ 
pear on BBC LOUR six times to a combined audience of 
a million viewers.

Joining Bonny will be Nick Wyke and Becki Driscoll, 
the fiddle duoare leading lights in the newfolkgen- 
eration and have recently completed a project mark¬ 
ing the 400th anniversary of the founding of the first 
permeant English settlement in Canada, Cupids 
Cove, Newfoundland. 

They have been swopping tunes and songs with 
Newfoundland musicians, and will have just finished 
a joint tour called Shore To Shore. This show brought 
together leading singers and musicians from New¬ 
foundland and the West Country of England in an 
international collaboration that charted the devel¬ 
opment of folk song and music on both sides of the 


Atlantic from the early 1600s to the present day. 

The event in Bridport in unique opportunity to 
hear the stories, songs and tunes that link Dorset 
with Canada in the wonderful Georgian surround¬ 
ings of The Chapel in the Garden.

Fuel price misery - with 

no end in sight says RHA 

T he price of diesel has risen to a new record 
high again this week, warns the Road Haulage 
Association. 

"Relentless price rises are driving up the costs of 
everything we buy because it is impossible for 
hauliers to absorb the cost increases, much as they 
are under pressure from customers to do so," says 
RHA director of policy Jack Semple. "Short-sighted 
customers who refuse increases in the current cli¬ 
mate are likely simply to drive their hauliers out of 
business." 

The RHA Weekly Fuel Price Survey shows a na¬ 
tional average price of 115.43 pence a litre (before 
VAT), up 0.50 pence from last week. Of the 15 weeks 
so far this year, the diesel price has risen every week 
but two. The price at the start of the year was 105.97 
pence. 

"Haulage is a competitive industry and fuel repre¬ 
sents at least 35% of the cost of running a large 
lorry - often well over 40%,"Semple said. "Rising fuel 
prices not only have to be recovered through high 
haulage rates. The increases also hit cash flow, as 
diesel costs must be paid up-front but customers 
often take 60 to 90 days to pay invoices. 

"It seems that worse may be to come, with OPEC 
predicting increasing demand for oil for most of the 
rest of 2011," Semple added. "On top of that, it is 
clear from talk at the Commercial Vehicle Show at 
the NEC, Birmingham this week that other costs, 
such as vehicles and tyres, are also rising sharply. 

"There is an urban myth going around that the 
Budget in March somehow let hauliers off the hook. 
Transport companies appreciate George Osborne's 
one penny cut in fuel duty and the suspension of 
the 3.02 pence inflation increase for nine months - 
but the reality is that he simply avoided, for the mo¬ 
ment, adding to mounting pain," Semple said.

There were 
fences on bends and they varied from small hurdles 
to one fence which was absolutely huge! 

"He jumped the big one the first time around okay, 
but on the second circuit it is split and the other part 
was even bigger, and I think he decided he had had 
enough and dropped me off! 

"It was a pity really because he is a good jumper 
and gallops, but I think you need a smaller horse that 
is a bit more nimble to handle the tight bends. It's a 
shame because the hurdle course is a lovely galloping 
track and would have suited him well. 

"But it was a great experience; an amazing place; 
and I would like to go back again given the opportu¬ 
nity. You'll never know until you've tried it, and I think 
we would be much more prepared next time."

Double relegation for Bridport RFC teams 


THE final round of league fixtures took place on 
Saturday last, with most promotion and relegation 
issues already solved writes Keith Jenkin. 

I decided to take in Bridport's home game 
againstTrowbridge, to see if the Brewery Field side 
could engineer an eleventh hour escape from the 
drop to the Dorset & Wilts League Division One 
(South). 

BRIDPORT 10pts, TROWBRIDGE 28pts 

THIS, the final game of Bridport's league cam¬ 
paign, took place on the club's second pitch and 
the home side, having won the toss, chose to take 
advantage of the slight slope in the first period. 

Their opponents however, started as if they 
meant it. Trowbridge kicked-off, regained posses¬ 
sion and thrust into home territory. Bridport con¬ 
ceded a penalty in defence and the ball was kicked 
to the corner. Two more penalties were conceded 
and the same tactic used and finally Trowbridge 
found the narrow side unmanned at a maul close 
in, and their number eight got over unopposed. 

The home side were showing something in at¬ 
tack, and took a ball against the head at a set 
scrum in the Trowbridge twenty two. They were 
giving away too many penalties however and their 
opponents were able to relieve the pressure and.

I felt that Trowbridge were strong favourites at 
this stage.They led by nine points, were dominant 
in the set scrums and would have the slope in their 
favour in the second-half.

Frustrated Rogers backing his charges 


WEYMOUTH manager Martyn Rogers was un¬ 
derstandably frustrated after seeing his side 
throw away a point that would have seen them 
stay out of the relegation zone. 

"Frustration is an understatement. I thought 
we deserved something out of the game, and 
the difference in the end was the two keepers.

Buckingham House was bought by George

and extended into a place by George IV in 
1826 at a cost of £5000,000 (almost £25 mil¬ 
lion in today's money). 

The building, designed by John Nash, was 
completed in the reign of William IV and 
Queen Victoria was the first monarch to live 
in the palace. 


■ WESTMINSTER Abbey (pictured right) has 
been the venue for 15 royal weddings, in¬ 
cluding Prince William's grandmother (The 
Queen) and great grandmother. 

The Abbey became popular for royal 
weddings in the 20th century after Princess 
Patricia of Connaught's mariage to Com¬ 
mander Alexander Ramsay in 1919, the first 
royal wedding held in the Abbey in more 
than 500 years. 

Prince William and Kate Middleton will 
take their vows standing on the intricately 
restored Cosmati Pavement, dating from 
1268 and built by Italian craftsmen on the 
orders of Henry 111.
